Setoiteceentetie ateteteeentoeteteoteteteceinteceeenfeteennietenenenteeeentetbaenteteceeenietetegecoeteoentezise, 


EDITORIAL COMMENT | 


A “Good” Education 


Just how much education effects the earning ability of the | 


youth of today is always a subject of much discussion. It gen- 
erally is conceded that the young man or woman possessing a 
good college education draws a better pay check than their 
brethern with less polished mentalities. But the examples of 
grammar school and high school graduates acting as managers 
over those with all sorts of degrees weakens this theory. 


The fact is that the men who have succeeded without col- 
lege are capable of assimilating knowledge in a practical way 
and weighing their own abilities with fellow workers. And here 
is the big point in favor of higher education; it shows the indi- 
vidual how to do these things which make success. for the are 
comparatively few who can win it on their own natural ability. 


Education, itself, is not an end, but a means to an end. 
Only to often statistics show that those who were always stri- 
ving to assimilate everything in a text book, to be the “perfect 
student” did not get ahead in business after they left college. 
Their goal of learning was already finished for them when 
they should have been starting. On the other hand these records 
show that almost invariably the students with less outstanding 
grades make bigger money; in fact they are the leaders in the 
business world. 


The reason for this condition is not difficult to analize. 
The ones who get the most out of education are not too invol- 
ved in books to obtain the most from it. Of course this does not 
mean those who are mentally lazy, but those conscientious stu- 
dents who really wish to accomplish something from their 
school days. The best students obtain these advantages from 
higher education. 


1. They profit, even though uncounsciously, from. the 
competetive spirit of class work which prepares them for the 
great battle with the business world. 


2. Time is alowed to contemplate their real desires and 
inclinations for their life work. There is not as great a danger 
after four years of such thought of “misfits.” 


3. After contemplating the rise and fall of men they have 
obtained something which ennables them to weigh the relative 
abilities and importance of men. Thus they can more readily 
understand their own abilities and prowess and destroy any 
inclination of an inferiority complex. 

4. Schooling in discipline and systematic training prepar- 
es them for logical thinking. They will not be afraid to trust 
their own conclusions. 

It is not a matter of being the “perfect student’, although 
being one can be either beneficient or detrimental, but getting 


a perspective on the world and yourself that determines a good 
education.

Why not say “Finis” for gradu- 
ation instead of “Commencement?” 

Well, it’s this way. The graduation 
, ceremony originated in medieval uni- 
| versities, where it was frequently 
| called an “inception”. The inception 
was made up of two elements: “the 
recognition of the graduate or new 
teacher by his old master and other 
members of the profession; and the 
formal entrance of the newly licen- 
sed teacher upon his work by the ac- 
tual performance of its duties.” 

The principle feature, therefore, 
of these exercises, was for a student 
working for a bachelor’s degree to 
“begin” teaching, and for those more 
advanced students to write a thesis. 

At Oxford this ceremony was call- | 
ed “Commemoration”, but Cambridge 
named it ‘“‘Commencement”, the new 
teacher being termed a “commencer”. — 
Harvard copied the practice and from 
then on it spread among the Ameri- | 
can coleges, academies, and lower 
schools in general. 

During Colonial days the people 
conformed strictly to the letter, hold- | 
ing commencement in the fall, at the 
beginning of the term. 

In America the custom early came 
to be to have each graduating stu- 
dent deliver an oration before receiv- 
ing his degree. This.corresponded to 
the medieval graduate’s havng to 
teach. : 

Now, however, since schools have 
all become so large, only the pressi- 
dent or some distinguished man 
speaks, in addition to the conferring 
of degrees. 

This is our commencement of to- 
day.
